At mid-day on Nov. 21, Chicago 
Police

grabbed the microphone in a riot­ 
ous union hall and read the jKtace 
act to an angry, shouting crowd 
of 800. 


My friend, Capt. Barnes, is a 
sort of one-man conciliation serv­ 


ice, 
though 
officially 
known as 
supervising captain of the Chicago 
Police Dept’s Labor Detail. On the 
21st, he had rushed a squad to the 
union 
meeting hall 
in Chicago’s 
Midwest Hotel, 6 North Hamlin 
Ave. 


lie 
moved quickly 
after tele­ 
phone 
reports 
that 
the 
angry 
crowd, half of them women, had 
rushed through the corridors and 
stormed the headquarters of their 
union. Local 713 of the 
Interna­ 
tional 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical 
Worker . The offices are in the 
hotel not far from the big union 
hall itself. 


The reports indicated that the 
crowd 
had 
dashed towards 
the 
union offices where its officials be­ 
lieved the revolution had come 
The 
union 
officers 
barricaded 
themselves. But the doors came 
tumbling 
down. 
Windows 
were 
broken. Furniture w'as shattered. 
The 
staff 
members 
wriggled 
through the crowd—but lost some 
of their clothes in the process. 


Capt. Barnes was informed that 
the 800 besiegers were strikers 
wildcatters w h o 
had 
left 
their 
jobs at the Automatic Electric Co.. 
in suburban North Lake. El. The 
firm turns out all the telephone 
equipment for General Telephone, 
a Midwest communications com­ 
pany. The wildcatters, including a 
heavy contingent of working house­ 
wives, had 
three times rejected 
an agreement made between their 
union officrs 
and 
the 
company. 
'Die final company offer was for 
an increase of some $4 00 a week. 
The employes didn't think it w as 
enough. They went down to the 
meeting hall. They set up their 
own rank-and-file committee, and 
then 
attacked 
the 
headquarters. 
And they tromped back to their 
auditorium. 
At 
this 
point. 
Capt. 
Barnes 
grabbed the microphone. He told 
the irate unionists they wa re je o p ­ 
ardizing their own jobs. He said 
many of them might be fired. TTe 
outlined their union constitution. 
He told them of the democratic 
processes and the guarantees in 
the by-laws. They shouted back. 
Their questions were belligerent 
and 
mostly 
uninformed. 
They 
seemed to know little of the prob­ 
lems of contract negotiations or 
job reclassification, a key issue in 
the plant. 
This, more than the riot, is the 
key to this story. The violence was 
soon over. Capt. Barnes took the 
rank-and-file committee 
back 
to 
the union office. 
He called 
the 
union’s international headquarters 
in Washington. He. was told that 
the strike was a wildcat but that 
die workers would get still another 
chance to vote on the new con­ 
tract. Capt. 
Barnes arranged for 
this last Sunday. Th0 vote was for 
a strike—by almost two to one. 
Shortly after the plant opened 
for the new week, Capt. Barnes 
told me that many workers were 
going through the gates, strike or 
no strike. 
I have monitored other recent 
revolts- though none as turbulent 
as this uprising of the housewives 
and 
men of the 
assembly line. 
This rebellion, and many others; 
little noted outside their home bat­ 
tlegrounds. are not against racket 
blowing of steam. They sputter up 
from the factory and warehouse 
floors, driven by uneasiness and 
uninformed suspicions, as well as 
by fear of layoffs and a scramble 
to 
catch 
up 
with 
rising living 
costs. 
This restiveness among the mil­ 
lions 
of 
rank-and-filers 
springs 
partly from the revelations of thr 
Senate Racket-Busting Committee. 
Union 
members everywhere are 
extra-sensitive 
and 
fearful 
that 
perhaps thev are being taken in 
b\ some of the r leaders The> are 


eager to keep their dignity and 
self-respect in their commumtie 
and disturbed by the thoughts that 
new exposures may involve their 
own unions. 
The International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, for example, 
has an honest set of national lead­ 
ers and many a crusading regional 
chief. But just the ’other day, Dis­ 
trict Attorney Frank A. Gulotta 
of New 
York’s 
Nassau 
County, 
picked 
up 
men 
he 
said 
were 
plaguing 
his 
surburban commu­ 
nity. He 
rounded 
up 
what 
hi 
called “ unsavory characters” and 
brought them in for questioning. 
The men 
were 
all 
characters 
with police records or associates 
of the hoods. One of those drag- 
netted was Dominic Ciaffone. Ciaf- 
fone, a friend of Johnny Dio’s cir­ 
cle, turns out to be business man­ 
ager of I/ical 1010. radio manufac­ 
turers unit of the Electrical Broth­ 
erhood.

suspicions, 
though unwarranted, over the en­ 
tire union 
The rank-and-file members seem 
to know only what they read. It 
should

them responsible unionism in Chi­ 
cago. The leaders themselves, the 
thousands of honest ones, have a 
terrific educational task ahead of 
them. They had better get to know 
their following —and vice-versa.

W ASHINGTON -

whether President Eisenhower had 
a "stroke" as private specialists 
described it. or an "occlusion of a 
small branch of the cerebral ves­ 
sel" as the White House doctors 
described it, the medical co n se n s­ 
us is that he suffered in a minor 
way what \ oodrow Wilson 
suf­ 
fered in a major way. Ike’s stroke 
or “ strokelet” 
is also similar to 
the small strokes suffered by the 
late Franklin Roosevelt. 


Woodrow 
Wilson, 
while 
cam­ 
paigning for the League of Na­ 
tions, suffered a “ massive stroke, ’ 
was confined to bed and a wheel 
chair during the remainder of his 
term, while government business, 
including vital decisions pertain­ 
ing to the 
peace of the world, 
were left 
ndecided. 


Private doctors specializing 
m 
vascular disease and studying the 
reports of the White House agree 
that the President’s ailment does 
not have to bo serious. But at his 
ace. thev also agree that chances 
of a recurrent stroke are almost 
100 to 1. 


Three 
developments 
can 
take 
place in the body of a man suf­ 
fering from vascular d i s e a s e , 
which has been Eisenhower’s prob­ 
lem 
for some 
time 


1. He can suffer an embolism, 
or clot, in part of the body, which 
becomes lodged 
someplace else. 
This 
r a r e ly 
lodges in the brain 
and was not the case with the 
President. 


2. He can suffer a hemorrhage, 
which again is rare in the brain 
except in the case of people with 
high 
blood pres ure. 
Eisenhower 
at one time suffered from high 
blood pressure, but in recent years 
his doctors say he has overcome 
this. 
3 There can be a blood clot in 
,i blood vessel in the brain. Tha­ 
is common and is what afflicted 
the President last week The blond 
clot usually forms where the in­ 
ner surface of a vessel is rough 
People sometimes awaken in the 
morning with such a clot, or arc 
stricken during th* dev 
It u u;d 
comes on slowly 
and 
is not 


dramatic. This is the case ’with 
the President. 
F D R ’s Strokes 
With careful treatment and rest, 
the spasms disappear, with recov­ 
ery depending upon the size of 
the clot. Actually the clot never 
disappears. The blood vessel 
is 
closed off by nature, and nature 
I hen compensates for the loss of 
this vessel by opening other chan­ 
nels. 
The significant 
factor 
in 
the 
President’s case is his age. If he 
were 
younger, 
the 
clot 
would 
mean ver 
little. But at the age 
of 67 all specialists agree that the 
chance of a recurrence is high. 
They point out that the late Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt suffered s e v e r a l 
strokes during the latter part of 
his term in the White House, one 
in the summer of 1944 when he 
took a cruise to Alaska to recover 
from it; another when he was re­ 
turning from Yalta. 
On each 
occasion 
Roosevelt’s 
speech was slightlv impaired, and 
the public noticed he had some 
difficulty with his enunciation dur­ 
ing his address to the nation fol­ 
lowing his

Yalta. 
White House aides at that time 
explained this resulted from a nevv 
set of false teeth. 
Actually the President had suf­

President Eisenhower described him self as “a bit aston­ 
ished” to learn from the members of the Scientific Advisory 
Committee for the Office of Defense Mobilization with whom 
he recently conferred that they were s e rio u s ly concerned 
about the need of graduating more scientists from o u r 
schools and colleges. 
The President’s astonishm ent, therefore, must be some­ 
what disappointing to a large segment of American industry 
that has been devoting considerable thought, effort a n d 
money to this problem over a period of years.

At m id-day on Nov. 21, Chicago 
Police

grabbed the m icrophone in a riot­ 
ous union hall and read the peace 
act to an angry, shouting crowd 
of 800 
My friend, Copt. B arnes, is a 
sort of one-m an conciliation serv­ 
ice, 
though 
officially 
known as 
supervising captain of the Chicago 
Police D ept’* I,abor Detail. On the 
21st, he had rushed a squad to the 
union 
m eeting hall 
in Chicago's 
Midwest 
Hotel, 6 North 
Hamlin 
Ave. 
He 
m oved quickly 
after 
tele­ 
phone 
reports 
th at 
the 
angry 
crowd, half of them wom en, had 
rushed through the corridors and 
storm ed the h eadquarters of their 
union, Local 713 of the 
Interna­ 
tional 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical 
W orker . Tile offices are in the 
hotel not far from the big union 
hall itself. 
The reim rls indicated that the 
crowd 
had 
dashed tow ards 
the 
union offices where its officials be­ 
lieved th** revolution had come 
The 
union 
officers 
barricaded 
them selves. But the doors cam e 
tum bling 
down. 
Windows 
were 
broken. F urniture w*as shattered. 
The 
staff 
m em bers 
wriggled 
through the crow d—but lost some 
of their clothes in the process. 
Capt. B arnes was inform ed that 
the 800 besiegers w ere strik ers-- 
w ildcatters—who 
had 
left 
their 
Jobs at the A utom atic E lectric Co.. 
in suburban North Lake. 111. The 
firm turns out all tho telephone 
equipm ent for G eneral Telephone, 
a M idwest com m unications com ­ 
pany. The w ildcatters, including a 
heavy contingent of working house­ 
wives, had three tim es rejected 
an agreem ent m ade betw een their 
union offirrs 
and 
the 
com pany. 
The final company offer was for 
an increase of some $4 OO a week. 
Tile em ployes didn’t think it w as 
enough. They went down to the 
m eeting hall. They 
set up their 
own rank-and-file com m ittee, and 
then 
attacked 
the 
headquarters. 
And they trom ped back to their 
auditorium . 
At 
this 
point. 
Capt. 
B arnes 
grabbed the m icrophone. He told 
the irate unionists they w’ore jeop­ 
ardizing their own Jobs. He said 
m any of them m ight be fired. Tie 
outlined their union 
constitution. 
He told them of the dem ocratic 
processes and the guarantees in 
the by-laws. They shouted back 
Their questions were 
belligerent 
and 
m ostly 
uninform ed 
They 
seem ed to know little of the prob­ 
lems of contract negotiations or 
job reclassification, a key Issue in 
the plant. 
This, m ore than the riot, is the 
key to this story. Tile violence was 
soon over. Capt. B arnes took the 
rank-and-file com m ittee 
back 
to 
the union office. 
He called 
the 
union’s international headquarters 
in W ashington. H e. was told that 
the strike was a w ildcat but that 
the w orkers would get still another 
chance to vote on the new con­ 
tract. Capt. 
Barnes arranged for 
this last Sunday. The vote was for 
a strike—by alm ost two to one. 
Shortly after the plant opened 
for the new week. Capt. Barnes 
told m e that m any workers were 
going through the gates, strike or 
no strike. 
I have monitored oilier recent 
revolts—though none as turbulent 
as this uprising of the housewives 
and 
men of the 
assem bly 
line. 
This rebellion, and m any others; 
little noted outside their home b at­ 
tlegrounds. are not against racket 
blowing of steam . They sputter up 
from the factory and w arehouse 
floors, driven by uneasiness and 
uninform ed suspicions, as well as 
by fear of layoffs and a scram ble 
to 
catch

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — R egardless of 
w hether P resident Eisenhow er had 
a “ stroke” as private specialists 
described it, or an “ occlusion of a 
sm all branch of the cerebral ves­ 
sel” as the White House doctors 
described it, the m edical consens­ 
us is that he suffered in a minor 
way 
what \ oodrow Wilson suf­ 
fered in a m ajor way. Ike’s stroke 
or “ strokelet” is also sim ilar to 
the sm all strokes suffered by the 
late Franklin Roosevelt. 
Woodrow 
Wilson, 
while 
cam ­ 
paigning for the League of Na­ 
tions, suffered a “ m assive stroke,” 
was confined to bed and a wheel 
chair during the rem ainder of his 
term , while governm ent business, 
including vital decisions pertain­ 
ing to the 
peace of the world, 
were left 
ndeeided. 
P riv ate doctors 
specializing in 
vascular disease and studying the 
rejxirts of the White House agree 
that the P resident’* ailm ent does 
not have to be serious. But at his 
age. they also agree that chances 
of a recurrent stroke are alm ost 
IOO to I. 
Three 
developm ents 
can 
take 
place in the body of a m an suf­ 
fering from vascular d i s e a s e . 
which has been Eisenhow er’s prob­ 
lem 
for som e 
tim e 
1. He can suffer an em bolism , 
or clot, in p a rt of the l>*ly, which 
becom es lodged 
som eplace else. 
This rarely lodges in the brain 
and w as not the ease with th*- 
President. 
2. He can suffer a hem orrhage, 
which again is rare in the brain 
except in the case of people with 
high blood pressure. 
Eisenhow er 
at one tim e suffered from high 
blood pressure, but in recent years 
his doctors say he has overcom e 
this. 
3 There can be a Mood clot in 
a blood vessel in the brain, This 
is common and is what afflicLd 
the President last week The Wood 
clot usually forms where the in 
ner surface of a vessel is rough 
People som etim es aw aken in the 
m orning with such a clot 
or are 
stricken during the d in . ii ti u«i- 
ijr com es on slowly 
and is not 


dram atic. Tins is the case ’with 
the President. 
EDR’* Strokes 
With careful treatm ent and rest, 
the spasm s disappear, with recov­ 
ery depending upon the size of 
the clot. Actually the clot never 
disappears. 
Tho blood 
vessel 
is 
closed off by nature, and nature 
then com pensates for the loss of 
this vessel by opening other chan­ 
nels. 
The significant 
factor 
in 
the 
P resident’s case is his age. If he 
w'cre 
younger, 
the 
clot 
would 
m ean ver. 
little. But at the age 
of 67 all specialists agree that the 
chance of a recurrence is high. 
They point out that the late F rank­ 
lin Roosevelt suffered s e v e r a l 
strokes during the latter part of 
his term in the White House, one 
in the sum m er of 1944 when hr 
took a cruise to Alaska to recover 
from it; another when he was re­ 
turning from Yalta. 
On each 
occasion 
Roosevelt’s 
speech was slightly im paired, and 
the public noticed he had some 
difficulty with his enunciation dur­ 
ing his address to the nation fol­ 
lowing his 
return 
from 
Yalta. 
White House aides at that tim e 
explained this resulted from a new 
set of false teeth. 
Actually the President had suf­ 
fered a slight stroke, and it was 
only four months 
later 
that 
a 
“ m assive” 
stroke brought 
about 
his death 
at W arm 
Springs on 
April 12. 1945 
Note: M edical experts say that 
the 
most 
worrisom e 
factor 
in 
President 
Eisenhower’s

stroke is that it occurred despite 
the fact that he was receiving th*• 
best attention m edical sc i e n c r 
could give him in the y ear 1957. 
and that he was on dlcum arol,

secretary, told newsmen the Pres­ 
ident had suffered a heart attack. 
Press secretary Jam es C. Hagerty 
on vacation, flew to Denver and 
took over. He did a masterful Job 
thereafter. 
Eisenhower had a history of il­ 
eitis: inflamation in the small in­ 
testine He felt a stomach upset at 
12:45 a. rn. June 8, 1956. Over the 
phone Dr. 
Snyder prescribed a 
“ slight dose of milk of m agnesia.” 
Eisenhower didn't improve, At 2 
a m. Dr. Snyder went to 
the 
White House and stayed ail night. 
At 8:50 a.m. Hagerty announced 
Eisenhower had an upset stomach 
and headache this morning.” 
Again at 10:30 a m. Hagerty de­ 
scribed the President’s condition 
as “ not an illness but an upset” 
and said hi had a “ hunch” Eisen­ 
hower would go to his Gettysburg 
farm for the weekend. 
At 12 45 p.m. Hagerty said Ei­ 
senhower was being taken to the 
hospital as a “ preventive meas­ 
ure” and that the President’s ill­ 
ness had been diagnosed as ile it­ 
is. Elsenhower wa* ©iterated on 
the following morning. 
When Eisenhower 
suffered 
a 
blockage of a small brain artery 


last Monday, Hagerty was in Par­ 
is. The assistant press secretary, 
Mrs. Anne Wheaton, announced at 
6:30 p.m. that day that Eisenhow­ 
er had a 
“ chill” and has been 
ordered to bod by his doctors. One 
of these doctors was Snyder. 
Mrs. Wheaton said it was Dr. 
Snyder’s decision to withhold any 
medical details until the following 
morning. She had a 
prepared 
Statement when she talked 
She 
refused to say who drew It up. 
She met with reporters several 
times again that night and the 
following morning, Nov. 26. but 
provided no more detailed Infor­ 
mation. At 2:55 p m. Tuesday she 
appeared before newsmen with a 
medical rcjtort. 
This reiH»rt revealed that Sny­ 
der and other doctors had exam­ 
ined Eisenhower the previous day 
and diagnosed his condition as a 
blood clot or occlusion closing a 
blood vessel of the brain. 
Nevertheless, the report given 
out Monday said Eisenhower had 
had a chill and made no mention 
of the doctor’* findings. 
Mrs. Wheaton was emphatic in 
saying it was not a stroke. 
She made a mistake—which had 
to be corrected later—by saying 
she thought

Hagerty flew- back from Paris. 
On Wednesday ho was asked why 
the truth on the President’* con­ 
dition had been held up 24 hours. 
Hagerty replied that the doctors 
wanted to tie sure of their diag­ 
nosis.

speed law, which became effective 
Aug.

way. 
Nevertheless, he 
thought 
the 
Legislature should -reassess that 
law with the idea of simplifying 
it. The law permits 70 milt s an 
hour, day or night, on divided fed­ 
eral highways: 70 miles an hour 
in the daytime and 65 at night on j 
other federal routes, and 65 miles I 
an hour in the daytime and 
60 
miles an hour at night on other j 
highways. 
The governor said he had sev­ 
eral other recommendations

was considering

sentenced to 18 months in the At­
